Lady Georgiana Curzon has flSsued 


an urgent appeal for help for Mafe- 
king. She says: 


"Nothing but absolute knowledge of 


the sufferings of the people of Mafe- 
king prompt me to inausurate another 
fund. But the heartrending accounts 
received from my sister, Lady Sarah 
Wilson, must be my excuse. ' She 
writes with authority, having shared 
equally with them the anxieties and 
privations of the Ions siege. She de- 
scribes the destitution of the inhabi- 
tants and the absolute ruin of all small 
trades people, whose homes, in many 
cases, have been demolished. The nuns 
convent has been rendered roofless 
by the Boer guns yet the sisters are 
unremitting in their cheerful attend- 
ance upon the wounded and sick. For 
months the inhabitants have not slej>t 
on their beds. They have given their 
lives and property and have stood by 
the gallant Baden-Powell until their 
courage and endurance ha^e thrilled 
the whole world."

General Bundle Protecting British 


Line of Communication 


General Rundle has disposed 10,000 in- 


fantry along: a 20 mile front, in such a 
way as to bar a Boer advance toward 
Lord Roberts' communications. 
With 


the exception of Brabant's colonials. Gen- 
eral Rundle has no horsemen. The cav- 
alry are all with,' Lord Roberts' advance. 


According to a Pretoria telegram, Gen- 


eral Buller is moving from Elandslaagte 
in the dlrectiotfof Helpmakaar, and the 
British vanguard engaged a Boer patrol 
of Italians-on Thursday. 
Twelve Ital- 


ians are described ae routing 56 British. 


The dispatch also says that "British 


reconnoitering parties have invaded the 
Transvaal near Fourteen Streams, and 
that the scouts on both sides meet fre- 
quently, with varying results." 


Winston Churchill says there were only 


2000 Boers who opposed the British at 
Zand river. 
Another estimate is that 


6000 Boers, with six guns, made a rear 
guard action, white many other tHbu- 
sands, with convoys, retired without fir- 
ing a shot. 


A British column 3000 strong has ar- 


rived at Vryburg, 100 miles from Mafe- 
king. It reached there Thursday; and 
though harrassed by the Boers is push- 
Ing swiftly forward. Fifty miles south 
of Vryburg, at Taungs, is General Hun- 
ter's main body, moving slowly and con- 
tending with considerable forces. 


The pick of his mounted men are th« 


3000 who are going without wheeled 
transport, and at a rate that may pos- 
sibly bring them to Mafeking on Mon- 
day or Tuesday next. 


President Steyn and a council of the 


leaders of several thousand Free Staters 
in the Ladyferand and Ficksburgr dis- 
tricts determined to submit .to the men 
the question ol continuing the war or 
not at a great open-air meeting.

London, May 12.—A deputation of th« 


promoters of the Glasgow exhibition 
waited yesterday upon Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton and asked him not to race in Ameri- 
can waters next year, the year of the 
exhibition, on the ground that, if he did 
so, it would have the effect of keeping 
from the Glasgow international yacht 
races some of the best known American 
yachts and yachtsmen. Sir Thorn aa 
replied that he was unable to say defi- 
nitely whether he would challenge for 
the America's cup in 1901 or 1902; but 
he said that In any event he would paf - 
tlclpate in the Clyde races.

Notwithstanding the solicitations of the 
anti-taxation press <fe»<4re was a complete 
absence of the labor element'in yester- 
day's manifestations at Barcelona. Tlv 
ministerial papers point out that the 
taxes paid by trades people represent 
only a twentieth part of th* receipts. 


The St. Louis Riot. 


St. Louis, May 12.—Under polloe pro- 


tection, cars ware successfully run on 
several lines yesterday forenoon, and ii 
the afternoon a general resumption was 
attempted. 
Trouble followed at once, 


and the police were rushed to several 
points where they seemed to be needed 
most. A crowd stoned a oar at Park and 
Mississippi avenues, and the police, af- 
ter firing over the heads of the crowd, 
shot into it. 
Wires were cut on the 


Bellefontalne and California avenue 
lines. 
A general meeting of the trades 


and labor unions has been called for 
Sunday night to consider action to be 
taken to support the demands of the 
striking street railway men.

NORMAL SCHOOL GRADING 


The $10,000 Job Let to a Worcester 


Contractor 


The contract for grading the normal 


school property was let last evening 
to Thomas J. Smith of Worcester, and 
work on the job will begin Monday 
morning. It is one of the largest Jobs 
of grading that have been done in the 
city and will occupy some time, besides 
costing about {10,000. 


The contract is let in two parts. The 


filling, grading, covering with loam, 
and seeding, will be done for the lump 
sum of $7,573. The sodding and catch 
basin work will be done as extras, and 
it is expected that the total will reach 
about $10,000. 


This work will result in a great im- 


provement in the property, making1 of 
it a small park, which will be one of 
the most beautiful places in the city. 
The plans for it have already been giv- 
en in this paper, and are on an elab- 
orate scale. There was considerable 
delay in getting the contract awarded, 
as the first call for bids was ignored by 
local contractors, and the bids when 
finally secured had to be revised, There 
were several local and out r.f 
bidders. 


TO TEAR DOWN OLD LIBRARY 


The Methodist church has decided to 


build its new parsonage on the corner 
of its property, now occupied by the 
old library building, Cluett & Sons who 
have a lease of this property, will re- 
linquish their lease, and will move into 
the vacant store in the Wellington 
block on State street.

Seven Men Rilled and Their 


Bodies Bnrned Beyond 


Recognition 


Philadelphia, 
May 12—Seven men 


were killed in a freight train wreck this 
morning in a tunnel of the B. & O. 
under Twenty-fifth, street, just outside 
of Fail-mount park. 


Firs followed the wreck. 
A dozen firemen were Injured while 


attempting to extinguish the flames, 
overcome by smoke. 


Traffic is completely at a standstill, 


and the wreckage la still a mass of 
names. 


The wreck was caused by a telegraph 


operator, Frank Lantell, at the station 
at the entrance to the tunnel, falling 
asleep. 


The rear section of a heavy freight 


crashed Into the first section inside the 
tunnel, killing Engineer George Loel), 
Fireman George Hinchman and fi' e 
tramps, stealing a ride. 


All the dead are buried in burning 


wreckage, firemen are unable to enter 
the tunnel. 


Operator Lantell has disappeared. 
Four tanks of oil have broken arc! 


feed the flames making the tunnel a. 
veritable furnace. 


Four flrerriAi were badly injured and 


over 20 have been treated for minor in- 
juries. 


Each of the oil cars contained 40"0 


gallons, which spread rapidly, burnirg 
everything in contact with it. 


The collision occurred midway in the 


tunnel, which is 2,800 feet long. 


Dense volumes of smoke are pourip^ 


out at each end, holes were cut in the 
street through the roof, but the fire- 
men could penetrate only a short dis- 
tance before they were forced to turn 
back. 


All attempts to reach the bodies are 


fruitless, and undoubtedly they will be 
burned beyond hope' o* recognition.

The way to prevent such test of the 
Monroe docrine is to have a navy which 
'BO power con afford to disregard." 


"My reason for desiring1 more ships," 


said Mr. Lodge, "and desiring them- 
quickly, is my belief that the safety ol 
the United States depends upon the 
strength of our navy. 
"We do not need 


the navy for the protection of our insulai 
possessions. 
The danger lies in the 


protection of our own great coast line 
and the defense of the Monroe doctrine 
in this hemisphere. Our Atlantic coast 
is studded with cities from the gulf to • 
northern Maine. For the defense of this | 
great coast line and these cities we have 
no adequate fleet. We are about to en- 
ter upon the 'construction of an isth- 
mithian canal. 
Whether it will be bet- 


ter to fortify that canal or not is yet 
an open question. 
But to control that 


canal, to defend it, to hold It open for 
our commerce and for the commerce of 
tbe^world, even though it be against an 
enemy's fleet, we must be the naval mas- 
ters of the Caribbean »ea. 
We must 


have a fax more powerful fleet than we 
have today. The safety of the canal de- 
pends upon our fleet All admit that 
the canal ought to be built, and the time 
is near when work will be begun. If we 
are to protect the canal as well as our 
own coast we must have a, navy pro- 
portionately strong," 


Mr. Lodge did not think there was any- 


body who did not believe m the construe' 
tlon of a navy powerful enough to de- 
fend the Monroe doctrine and our coast 
line. That was one question upon which 
the American people were agreed. He 
wanted the navy department to be able 
to proceed with the building of author- 
teed shlpa. Already too much time had 
{•MC'lost If the Monroe doctrine should 
b» endangered or if our coast should be 
menaced, we should be prepared. 
If we 


wen not prepared, he said. It would be 
a weak excuse that we had been 
•a|M*4*n throttling an egregious mo- 
n6poly. 
Hf urged that no further ob- 


•tacle should be placed in the way of the 
Mvy*s conctruottoa. 


In a colloquy with Mr. Lodge, Mr. Till- 


man said It was well known that the navy 
of the United States was superior to that 
of..Germany. 
Mr. Lodge, agreeing In 


part with Mr. Tillman's statement, 
point** to the great increase that was 
BOW befac m«Rle to the German navy.I 
"If, the senator thinks," said Mr. Lodge, 
•there to BO danger to be apprehended, I 
fear he undHfr-Vatss the importance of 
the subja*e—a subject to which I have 
given mjaofchftoucht and consideration."

Corn 
has been weaker than wheat, reflecting 
the lest active export demand and sym- 
pathy with the lowered price of pro- 
visions. Relatively good reports come 
from the retail trads at moat centers, 
notwithstanding the backward spring, 
tut as yet the volume of reorder busi- 
ness from wholesalers and Jobber* baa 
proved disappointing. Finished cotton 
and woolen products remain steady and 
raw cotton is even a shade higher, bu« 
wool is weaker. 


Silk, on the other hand, ha* fallen 


Sharply, 85 to 50 cents for the different 
grades. The opening of Philippine ports 
has reduced the price of hemp from 15 
centa last November to 11 cents. 


Relatively, a good report comes from 


the distributive trade to shoes, but 
manufacturers are hanging back in 
thetr purchases of leather, and hides are 
rather weaker. The best trade reports 
still comes from the Pacific coast mar- 
kets, but better weather conditions at 
the south have tended to brighten trad« 
'reports from that.section. 


The turn in the tide of prices made 


further progress In April. The in- 
creases were most notable in live stock, 
fruits, oils and miscellaneous products,

If Peace Platform Submitted to 
Aguinaldo and Filipino Lead- 


ers Were Accepted 


Manila, May 12.—A propose^ .pease 


platform for the national Filipino partj 
has been sent to -the insurgent,leaden 
in Manila and to the insurgent generals, 
including Aguinaldo, in the fleld, b> 
Senor Buencaminb, at one time a mem- 
ber of the so-caKod Filipino Republican 
cabinet, who wa» recently liberated, 
and who announces that he has become 
reconciled to American sovereignty, and 
that he will devote his influence to bring 
about peace. 


This platform declares that it is Im- 


possible for the iFilipinos to exist as a 
nation without the protection of the 
United States, and that, consequently, 
they must recognize_American sover- 
eignty, and strive to aUain, under a;c6n- 
stitution, the utmost liberty possible. 


Continuing, Senor Buencamino argrues 


that the Filipinos are incapable of self- 
government. 
He says: 
"In our inde- 


pendent government the most predom- 
inant notes were abuses and immorali- 
ties, the offsprings of ignorance and the 
Inherited vices of Sp»in, by which the 
Filipino regime-was-rendered odious to 
our own people." 


Therefore, he contends,-American con- 


trol is necessary to prevent civil strife. 
He recommends to the • National Fil- 
ipino party the adoption of a proiyratn 
embodying the following features: 


First—Recognition of the sovereignty 


of the United States, cessation of hos- 
tilities, and co-operation on- the part ol 
the 
Filipinos in the prosecution ol 


"bandits, who continue depredations In 
the name of independence." 


Second—A request for a declaration by 


the United States government, guar- 
anteeing to the Filipinos personal liber- 
ties and rights under the constitution. 


Third—A Filipino representative dele- i 


gation to present to .the. American con-; 
gress and public the desires of the Fil- 
ipinos respecting political status.. 


Fourth—The application. ot a part ol 


the public funds to the maintenance ol 
hospitals for sick .and wounded Pill- 
pino soldiers, and for the establishment 
of schools. 
, . 


Fifth—The transfer ,pf Insurgent fur.d« 


.to the American treasury. , 


Sixth—The establishmunt pf a perma- 


nent system of Filipino representative* 
to the civil commission. 


Seventh—The exclusion, of friars from 


the administration of the.parishes. 


Discussing the outlook with the cor- 


respondent of The Associated Press, Se- 
nor Buencamino said: 


"If the civil commission brings liberal 


Ideas and will approach Aguinaldo, tow 
flav the Idolized leader, of the Filipinos, 
and the other leaders. *tlU fighting, In 
a way that will make it 'possible f 01 
them to surrender and yet to retain th« 
reepect and'honor of their countrymen, 
then peace In the Phi.lipplhas will be only 
a question of a few weelcs. 


"If the civil commission will guaran- 


tee protection to the personal and In- 
dividual rights and liberties of the Fll- 
Iplnoo. leaving the determination of our 
future political' status to the United 
(States congress, Agulnaldo will come In 
and will order a cessation of hostilities, 
and will direct the surrender of arms.

JEFFRIES STILL CHAMPIOH

Clean Battle Which Showed 
That Corbett is Still a Factor 


in the Arena 


New Tork. May 12.-Jlm Jeffries Is sun 


the heavyweight champion pugilist o 
the world. 
He defeated Jim Corbett !• 


the 23rd round of their fight, with ;. 
decisive knockout. 
The finishing blou 


came as a sudden and startling surprise 
Corbett had been making a wonderful 
battle. 
His defense was absolutely per- 


fect, and while he was lacking in strength 
he had more than held his own, and stood 
an excellent chance of winning the.fight 
had it gone the limit. 
He had not been 


badly puip.sh'Ki, and had managed to 
mark his man, severely. 


It was a clean knockout that came sc 


quickly that it dazed the thousands of 
deep, alert, intent spectators and left 
them In doubt as to Just how the win- 
ning blow was delivered. It was avowed 
that it was a left-hand Jolt to the jaw, 
but Jeffries himt^Sf and Referee White, 
•who stood at his side, say it was a right- 
hand swing. 


There is credit for the viator and credit 


fcr the vanquished in this cleverest ol 
ring battles. Jeffries must be awarded 
the laurels of victory, yet his opponent 
Is entitled to all honor for his most won- 
derful fight. That feature stands out 
in relief as the most striking one of the 
contest. 


Corbett emerged from a year's retire- 


ment from the ring rejuvenated and 
fresh. He was as fast and clever aa 
back in the days when people marvelled 
at bis skill. His footwoVk was wonder- 
ful and his defense perfect. He out- 
boxed hto man at both long and short 
range, and if he had had the strength 
necessary would have claimed an early 
victory. A hundred times he ducked 
under left swings that would have ended 
him Just as did the punch that finally 
did. At times he made the massive 
Jeffries look like a beginner In the art of 
offense and defence with the hands. His 
strategy was to Jab and get away, and 
when Jeffriesi stood over his quivering 
form his face showed marks of the pun- 
ishment that he had inflicted. 


Corbett went flown to defeat that was 


regretted by a vast majority of the men 
Who filled the hall. The money was 
against him, but he haS a wealth of 
sympathy. It was probably his natural 
heritage as the short ender, but after 
the battle had begun he won more sup- 
port by his display of'Speed and skill. 


Jeffries won with his strength, both 


that strength that lies in the power of 
massive muscle and that strength which 
Is the essence of vitality. He made the 
pace for most of &>s d^itancerand at the 
end was still strong and effective. 


At first glance the battle may seem to 


detract a trifle from his reputation, for 
it showed that a fast man can reach him 
and get away without a return. 


Corbett showed to wonderous advan- 


tage. He was panther-like on his feet 
and darted in and out with confusing 
speed. He whipped his left into Jeffries' 
face and was either,inside or away 
from the punch. JettMs kept going In, 
but he seemed awkward. The pace made 
by the champion was fast. 


There were murmurs of approval that 


at times broadened into cheers; Corbett 
was outboxing his man and outpointing 
him with his lefts to. the face. They 
were both fighting carefully, for while 
Corbett had th^=»??sd and cleverness hs 
found Jeffries hard t~ get'to, Jeffiriea 
fought in his croucnlng attitude. He 
quickly began to use his strength, and 
in the clinches threw a little of his 
strength on to his opponent. Oorbett 
showed surprising ability against him, 
and it was long before the strength of 
the chamrion began to tell. When Cor- 


beft had saved the 10-round money there 
was a strong change in sentiment to- 
ward him. 


At the 20th round it looked as if Cor- 


bett would stay the limit, and popular 
judlgmsm awarded him victory. He 
had so far avoided any serious punish- 
ment. His defense was still perfect and 
he was omillgg and confident. He either 
side-stepped 
from 
Jeffries' 
terrible 


rushes or du.-ked into clinches. Jef- 
fries was hammering away, however, 
and was strong and game. 


The end c-ur.e with the suddenness o! 


a shock. The men had had two fierce 
rallies, followed each time by long range 
sparring, and \\ ere in together again. 
They were loth narhtlng fast and hard. 
Suddenly there was a report of a sharp 
blow and Corbett dropped. It needed 
no count to tell that Corbett's hopes of 
the championship again were vain. The 
excited spectators sprang to their feat, 
and for a moment there were roars and 
calls. The confusion was but momen- 
tary, however and in a silence that was 
most remarkable Corbett was> carried to 
his corner.

THAT IOK MONOPOLY 


The Transcript does not esoect that 


a consolidation of the ice business in- 
terests in this city will be accom- 
plished with the direct or Indirect aim 
of raising the price of ice. We do not 
expect It for several reasons. Prin- 
cipally, there is no reasonable ground 
for an Increase of price, and the men 
concerned In the ice business of the 
city are not men whom the people have 
cause to suspect of a readiness to lend 
themselves Uo a Brice-raising mon- 
opoly; ^A.n argument is needed to sun- 
port an advance in the price of anv 
commodity. Scarcity of supply or In- 
creased cost to manufacture are the 
arguments usually offered. 
None of 


these' can be placed before the North 
Adams public relative to ice. The out- 
put o* the artificial ice plant would it- 
self be enough or almost enough to 
meet;the whale of the domestic de- 
mand, and it is well understood that 
the artificial product can be manufac- 
tured to sell In competition with the 
natural Ice at prices that have pre- 
vailed gin North Adams. In face of 
this, should the price of ice be arbit- 
rarily advanced the public would know 
that its cause lay in the grasping, 
monopoly spirit solely. We do not be- 
lieve that the men concerned in the ice 
business of this city are contemplating 
any such thing, and, further, we do not 
believe If they desired to do it that 
•they -would attempt it. 
It would be 


an error of business Judgment that 
would prove expensive because of the 
public sentiment that it would arouse, 
inasmuch as the men financially in- 
volved require the public good-will for 
the success of other business enter- 
prises; "We shall not become alarmed 
until we see more evidence than is in 
Bight at present to prove the coming of 
an ice monopoly for the purpose of 
raising prices.

Damages for State Road Accidents

Th* annual conventtoto of the North 


Bftrluhlre Sunday school district waa 
concluded In the Bapttot church at Ad- 
ams yesterday afternoon and evening.

and was accompanied by Interesting 
discussions on the development of Sun- 
day school work along the linos of grad- 
ing and patterning the Sunday schools 
after the day schools 
The general 


sentiment was in favor of greater ef- 
forts along these lines. 


There was a much larger attendance 


at the evening session, the chief fea- 
ture of which was an address by Rev. 
Tillman B. Johnson of Lynn on "The 
new hour's n*v need," in which he 
spoke of loyalty to the scriptures and 
to the old time faith as the chief needs.

The- color here has not yet been de- 
cided upon, but a delicate shade of 
green is a favorite with many people 
and may eventually be selected. 


In the noortheast corner of the ceiling- 


is the seal of the supreme court; in the 
north-west the state seal, in the south 
west the seal of the superior court and 
!n the southeast the seal of Berkshire 
county.

The Civil Service Exemption Bill

But it was, aij- 
mitted by friends of the bill in the de- 
bate, and it is evidently wideljl be- 
lieved, that the bill is aa good as killed 
already, fop it will not pass the senate 
and the governor.

of county accounts. The order was 
adopted. 


The house debated and defeated two 


tax bills, otne for an excise tax upon 
public service corporations which use 
the streets, and ne to comoel foreien 
corporations to return their stock- 
holders, for purposes of taxation.
